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Construction Begins 
On Dorm 

The $152,500 contract for the con- 
struction of a 100-bed men’s dormitory 
went to A. A. Ramsey and Sons, Inc., of 
Shelby, in mid-March. Construction began 
immediately thereafter, with the schedule 
calling for its completion in time for use 
by the opening of school in September. 

The dormitory is located in the south- 
western area of the campus adjacent to the 
Physical Education Building and opposite 
the new Science Building. Construction is 
of brick and block, making it fireproof. It 
will be three stories high with electric heat 
controlled in each room. 

The addition of this extra space will 
give opportunity for a better balance be- 
tween men and women students. Presently 
there are about twice as many men stu- 
dents on campus as there are women. 


Graduate Courses Offered 
By A.S.T.C. 

Graduate courses in library science 
and education, offered by Appalachian 
State Teachers College, were taught at 
Gardner-Webb during the spring semester. 
These courses were credited to teachers, 
librarians, and others who were working 
toward their master’s degree or seeking to 
renew their teaching certificates. 

Arrangements for the courses were 
worked out by Dr. James E. Stone, Di- 
rector of Extension Service for A. S. T. C., 
and Dr. Eugene M. Keebler, Dean of G-W, 
who emphasized that this was another ef- 
fort of the college to be of service to the 
people of the area.

Four Special Citations Awarded At Commencement 

Four people were awarded “Special Citations” by Gardner-Webb at the recent 
graduation exercises. In presenting the citations, Dr. E. Eugene Poston, ’43 
President, said this was a “first” for the college and that they were equal to an 
honorary doctor’s degree by a four-year college. He said they were “given for out- 
standing service in the field of Christian higher education.” 

Those honored were the Rev. J. R. Cantrell, ’19, of Boiling Springs, Charles I. 


Dover and Mrs. Rush Stroup of Shelby, and 

Cantrell served as president of Boiling 
Springs Junior College from 1939 to 1943, 
when the name of the institution was 
changed to Gardner-Webb College. He has 
taught Bible at the college and has main- 
tained an interest in it and promoted its 
work everywhere. During his term as 
president he labored to beautify the camp- 
us and to improve the physical plant. At 
the time of a recent illness he was planning 
to work to raise money for the school with- 
out salary. 

Dover has served the college as trus- 
tee for several terms and has been Chair- 
man of the Board. With other members 
of his family, he contributed to the build- 
ing of the Dover Memorial Library. Under 
his leadership the foremen of the Dover 
Mills contribute money yearly to purchase 
books for the Charles I. Dover Bookshelf 
of the librarv. He has been instrumental 
in establishing a scholarship program 
whereby the tuition is paid for children of 
employees of the Dover textile group. 

Mrs. Stroup is a long-time friend of 
Gardner-Webb and Christian higher edu- 
cation. She has served as trustee often and 
was chairman of the Board last year, the 
first woman to occupy the position at any 
N. C. Baptist College. Dormitories at both 
G-W and Mars Hill are named in her hon- 
or. She has helped scores of students attend 
college through loans and gifts. In 1957 
she created a $5,000 loan fund at the col- 
lege in memory of her husband. Mrs. 
Stroup was named Shelby’s Woman of the 
Year in 1954. 

Withrow, a native of Rutherford 
County, has served several terms as Trus- 
tee and as college treasurer. He has estab- 
lished a scholarship loan fund, and helped 
the college in many way. Presently he is 
carrying a $100,000 life insurance policy 
with the college named as beneficiary.

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G-W Shares In 
Foundation Gift 

Gardner- Webb’s share in the 1962-63 
division of funds from the North Carolina 
Foundation of Church-Related Colleges is 
$18,453.97. This is an increase of $512.20 
over the previous year when the college 
received $17,941.77. The total amount re- 
ceived by G-W since becoming a member 
of the foundation is $96,818.59. 

The division of the funds for this year 
was announced at the annual meeting of 
the Trustees held recently at Saint An- 
drews College at Laurinburg. Total gifts 
distributed by the Foundation since its 
inception amount to $2,573,541.51. This 
year 23 colleges shared in the distribution 
of $503,352.69, which was the highest total 
raised for any year. 

The Foundation receives gifts from 
industry, business, and individuals. The 
college presidents are divided into teams 
and each team is assigned certain coun- 
ties where they solicit funds from potential 
donors. 

Funds received from this source are 
directed toward raising faculty salaries. 


Student-Led Revival Held 

The annual student-led revival, under 
the direction and sponsorship of the Bap- 
tist Student Union, was held April 1-5.

Participation in this year’s graduation program at 
Gardner- Webb, after several years of absence from the 
academic scene, gave me a number of impressions, 
which I should like to share with you. 

1. Graduation from a Christian college has a plus 
quality about it. The emphasis on high ideals, quality 
standards, and Christian principles placed throughout 
the year is continued to the time of conferring of de- 
grees. The atmosphere and spirit of the concluding ac- 
tivities are inspiring and challenging to all who share 
in them and assure the graduates that good will and 
best wishes follow them as they go forth to meet new 
challenges and new opportunities. 

2. Graduates, their parents, other relatives, and 

friends feel a just pride in their accomplishments. This is true because of the sacrifices 
that have been made out of a sense of love, and because of the high standards of 
academic and moral excellence that have been achieved. Members of the administration, 
staff, and faculty find a sense of real reward for their efforts in the growth and 

advancement achieved by the graduates signified by this forward step. 

3. Alumni who returned to the campus for the Alumni Banquet and other meetings 
received a real lift and thrill at being back again. Memories were revived. Friendships 
were renewed. Pride in the college was enlarged as they saw the evidences of growth 
and development. By their visit they came to feel even closer ties with the school 
and were glad to be products of its past and participants in its present and future. 
Once again the old adage was demonstrated that one who shares actively in the concerns 
of his heart and life is the one who receives most from them. 

4. The college has a right to expect support from her sons and daughters, and 

they should expect to support their Alma Mater. To encourage this response, the 1963 
graduates were voted into membership in the Alumni Association at the Alumni 
Banquet, as other classes have been before them. They were also guests at a Senior 
Breakfast on graduation day, and were admonished to remember Gardner-Webb as 
the college where they took their first step in Christian Higher Education. Perhaps it 
would be well for all of us to consider seriously our relationship to the college as 
alumni. We should “look to the rock from whence we were hewn” and actively support 
the college that has done so much for us. 

5. There continues to be a place and a need for church-related Christian colleges 
like Gardner-Webb. We must maintain a healthy balance between state-supported and 
private and church-related institutions of higher learning. A recent prediction was 
made that by 1980 eighty per cent of all college students will be in state supported 
institutions and only twenty per cent will be in private and church-related schools. 
Is this the way things should be ? I do not know, but we are trying to find out. Certain- 
ly we must find the proper balance. The true position we fill and the right answer 
we give may depend on you and your support. 

If you have not been back to the campus recently, why not plan to return soon 
and see what impressions you receive. You might be surprised!

The 1963 edition of The Anchor, the

It has been a fine year for Gardner-Webb 
academically. Seven hundred forty-three students came 
to Gardner-Webb during the regular college year. Of 
this number 75 attended evening classes. The Evening 
College in itself was born in the middle of our year 
and has great potential for the college. Continuing 
education is a realized need in our times. The re- 
affirming of accreditation by The Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Schools came in December of last 
year. Already we have enrolled 138 students for the 
first session of the summer session. The nursing 
program has been serving Rutherford Hospital School 
of Nursing with real success. The In-Service Training 
program for the college administration and faculty 
has strengthened our academic objectives and has 
helped with the solving of curriculum problems. Several 
worthy of the effort. They are: 

The experimental classes with the longer period (75 minutes instead of the 
55 minutes) have proven satisfactory and will lead the way for the proposed 
change to a 5-day-a-week schedule for next year. 

The laboratory experiences in Psychology classes have proven helpful. 

The A.S.T.C. program of advanced educational opportunities is just the 
beginning. 

The addition of Geography to the next year’s schedule for Education majors 
will help some of the 118 presently expecting to teach. 

From the insights already gained, we should add courses in Education, Philosophy, 
Advanced Mathematics, Physics, Business Administration and other Natural Sciences. 
A move has been made toward further centralization of all student personnel records. 
This will afford many improvements for the student in academic areas. Serving the 
area has been the goal of all endeavors this year. 

But what about the future? Several factors must be kept in mind. First, the 
postwar baby boom won’t start pounding on the college doors until 1964. When this 
happens you will hear a larger, longer cry for more services. Gardner-Webb will meet 
these challenges. 

But this calls for planning for more facilities, adequate support and better trained 
personnel. Adjustments and flexibility must characterize the efforts now in order to 
meet the needs “just-around-the-corner.” If we respond with “vigor,” we will find that 
Gardner-Webb will serve in an excellent way at the junior college level, but there is 
little reason why support can not be mustered for a senior college program, too. By 
1967 a senior program can be a reality. This does not mean that the junior program 
will be cast aside, far from it; there will simply be an extension into larger areas of 
service. By 1970, Gardner-Webb could graduate more than 100 bachelors with at least 
seven different majors. When the constituency demands this service then they will 
provide for it. It is the firm conviction of this administrator that it will be provided. 

Now a final word of “thanks.” THANK YOU for the courtesies extended this 
office and to me personally this year. I shall soon be moving to Louisiana College, 
Pineville, La. If I can ever serve Gardner-Webb in any way please call upon me. It 
is a great college and has a prosperous future.
